portraits which for the most part 
are copies of the same original. In 
17M, live years before the adoption 
of the fedeial constitution, the gen- 
eral assembly of Virginia ordered 
this statue. 


Whan the statue was provided for, 


Thomas Jefferson happened to be in 
Paris, and he engaged Houdon as 
the sculptor, because, aa he after- 
ward said, "He is, without a rival- 
ship, the first statuary of bis age, as 
the proof of which he received or- 
ders from every country for things 
intended to be capital." noudon re- 
ceived 1,000 English guineas, a trifle 
over $5,000. Besides, the expense 
of the journey from France to Vir- 
ginia waa paid, and hia life was in- 
sured during his absence 
from 


France at the cost of the general 
assembly. Houdon left Paris in 
August, 17S5. In October he reached 
Mount Vernon. He was treated with 
great consideration by Washington 
until the formality of his first meet- 
ing wore away. 


Houdon made known no desire to 


get to work at the statue, and it is 
believed that Washington's hospi- 
tality grew a trifle cold before the 
sculptor really set about the work 
for which he had come over the sea. 
One morning while the family, of 
which Houdon had become tempo- 
rarily a member, was seated at 
breakfast, a message waa brought to 
Washington, informing him that a 
pair of carriage horses had' been 
brought for his inspection, he hav- 
ing made known his desire to pur- 
chase a team. Washington left the 
table presently and went outside. 
Houdon followed. After a moment's 
close inspection Washington aeked 
the price of the animjla, 


"One thousand dollars," was the

Washington, in amazement 


•"Ah, I "ave him! I 'ave him!" 


broke in Houdon gleefully. He hur- 
ried away and began work on the 
statue industriously, and so it is 
supposed that the expression pre- 
served on the statue at Richmond ia 
the one that appeared on the face of 
Washington when he learned of 
what he considered an exorbitant 
price for the span of horses. With 
the knowledge of this little incident 
in seeing the statue, it is not hard 
to believe that Houdon "had

MIRRORS OF AIR. 


What It I* Time Can*** the Marab at 


tbe Jlir»c*- 


The cauKa of the mirage ia now well 


understood—so well understood tliut 
there are ways of making small niiragrs 
for experiment. 


The simplest explanation that I can 


give is to say that the rays of light com- 
ing from tbe thing that is seen are bent 
in going through layers of air different IT 
heated. Wheu these rays are so bent as 
to be almost level with a layer of air, 
they do not enter it at all, but tso to 
speak) glauce oS and are reflected as if 
from a mirror. Then tbe air reflects just 
as a glass mirror or a body of water 
•would, if it lay between tbe eye and tbe 
trees or ship. 


This explanation will givs you a gen- 


eral idea of the cause of the mirage. In 
the case of the desert tbe reflecting air 
mirror is believed by the observer to be 
•water, and tbe image changes its place 
as yon go forward just as • reflection 
would move as yon advanced on a glass 
mirror. In tho case of the ship toe air 
mirror seems to be above yon and re- 
flects tbe ship, wbicb is really out of 
light over the horizon. But I do not 
pretend to explain all about tbe differ- 
ent images that may possibly be formra 
under different conditions of the atnich 
phere; that is a schoolroom task, and a 
bard one. 


The fata morgana is a form or modi- 


fication of mirage often seen in tbe 
straits that separate tbe toe of tbe 


boot" of Italy aim the island of Sicily, 


just opposite. When the sun is just at 
tbe right position and sea and air are 
also ready to help, strange views of ob- 
jects upon the opposite coast ore seen 
from Calabria—sometimes magnified 
and set against a background of colored 
ciista. Fata morgana means tbe fairy 
of tbe sea.

hot and still summer day, by placing

Old sea captains say there is no wa- 


ter course in the world where in unfa- 
vorable weather such skill is required 
as to guide a ship via the channels on a 
voyage from the sound and return, the 
round trip to Sitkii being more than 
half the distance of the voyage across 
the Atlanta. The Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship company's vessels running to Alas- 
ka are always maimed with two pilots 
each in the winter and spring and are 
never without one pilot. With at least 
two of this '•ompauy's vessel^ now run- 
ning to Alaska the captains themselves 
served an apprenticeship of many years 
at piloting. 


The outside passage, the one by the 


open oceao, is seldom used, on account 
of the unfavorable winds which prevail 
for a distance of over 50 miles out to 
son, reudf-nuc, a vc-^t-J's progress much 
slower, to eay nothing of the danger of 
ships being caught in a gale aud driven 
ashore. With the danger from wreck 
almost eliminated by iht- employment 
of professional pilots, the inside passage 
is rendered a most delightful voyage, as 
it abounds in beautiful =cenery and is 
free from winds. — Seattlu Post-Intelli- 
gencer.

A Tenant in Monroe Townihip Suet

W. I), Clapper, a farmer in Monroe

To plow "around" a field ia a per- 


nicious practice and cannot be too 
strongly condemned. AH plowing should 
be doua in lauds with a headland loft 
for turning, the headland to be plowed 
last and thrown ont the one year and 
gathered op thn next. The dead furrow 
of this year should be the place of few- 
ing (opening the land) when the field is 
next plowed, and if the work is proper- 
ly done there will always ba a shallow 
dead farrow and no ridge at the fear- 
ing. With a straight and almost imper- 
ceptible feering each sncoeeding farrow 
should be rnn somewhat deeper than 
the one that preceded it until the third 
or fourth round is reached, according to 
the depth of the plowing, when the full 
depth should be attained. In plowing 
each furrow should be pressed close to 
the one preceding, and no ba'ks or skips 
allowed. The great object to be desired 
in plowing is for each furrow to be of 
uniform width and depth, and unless 
this is the case a smooth, even surface 
is impossible.

Stigsar Beets Mid Beet Sugar. 


A correspondent of Farm and Fireside 


writes as follows: 


I notice that tbe production of sugar 


In some of our western states is likely 
to receive quite a boom. There is every 
Indication that several immense beet 
sugar factories will be erected in. thei 
next few years, and for each factory sev- 
eral thousand acres of beets will be re- 
quired. Every acre devoted to sugar 
beets will be one less for corn, wheat 
and oats, and thus the immense area de- 
voted to tbe production, or overproduc- 
tion, of these cereals will be cut down 
to some extent. The United States ia 
paying foreign countries about $100,7 
1100,000 a year for sugar, every pound 
of which conld.be produced on our own 
soiL The farmers in this state—in fact,, 
throughout tbe entire west—will hail 
with delight the expansion of this new 
industry. We can easily spare a fev,- 
million acres for sugar beets, and wo 
will be glad to have our sugar mad.; 
right here at home. Let us encourage 
the building of the factories and tku 
growing of tbe beets by every means hi 
our power. 


Irrlg»tlon In Oklahoma. 


In respect to distribution "Oklahoma 


ia fairly bnt not entirely fortunate. 
There are no distinct wet and; dry sea- 
sons. 
Generally tbe principal rainfall 


occurs during the growing season. Ou 
the other hand, droughts during critical 
periods of crop growth are not uncom- 
mon." Tbe conditions are also favorablo 
to rapid evaporation. 
This, together 


with the fact that much of the soil of 
tbe territory is fine and closely packed, 
suggests tbat subsoiling to increase stor- 
age capacity and frequent surf ace tillage 
to reduce evaporation would be very 
beneficial. If irrigation is to be-practic- 
ed on the majority of the farms in Ok- 
lahoma, it must be by the use of watev 
drawn from wells or from ponds in 
which storm water has been stored. Thn 
most practical power for lifting the wa- 
ter i a most cases is a water wheel.— 
Station Bulletin.

Rural New 
Yorker tells that the "pips," as florists 
term the little bulbs, are readily forced, 
being 'merely planted in pure sand, free- 
ly watered, shaded and kept in a high 
temperature. Twenty to 25 days of this 
treatment bring them into bloom. Sand 
is need because they are not expected to 
produce roots, merely to force out the 
flower through the nutriment stored in 
the hnlb.

Years of ex- 
perience should have fitted him for suc- 
cess as a poultry keeper, because he 
likes the business, yet the neglect of a 
few fundamnutal steps prevents him 
from realizing. His henhouses gave no 
evidence of a thorough sweeping for 
months; the grain is fed in heap.*;, 
where tbe hens and chicks can gorge 
themselves. There baa been no separa- 
tion of the flock, and liberal feeding 
has made the heiss overfat. Tbe grain 
has all been, tbrashed, at a cost of 5 to 
8 cents per bushel, though the IICI.H 
•would do better if "they had the work to 
do themselves. There was no evidence 
of a winter supply of grit und gravel 
and no sign of a bonn mill or block 
where fresn bones conid be crushed. If 
that Sock pays the expense bill for thu 
aeit five months, it will do well, yet it 
was as good a flock of hens and pullets 
as one wonld ask for. It ia the neglect 
of

singly, may not covut for much, bnt 
collectively they settle the question for 
the man and not in his favor.

Again, tbe duties of a cabinet officer 
are arduous and continuous. Instead of 
an average six months in a year, he 
must reside here constructively the 
whole 12 and have constantly in mind 
the work of a great business establish- 
ment. Half of his first year is consumed 
in picking out his, chief subordinates 
and in explaining to tbe 99 disappoint- 


applicants for each position how it 


happened tbat their names were passed 
over. He must, moreover, maintain a 
social establishment of considerable dig- 
nity and consequently of considerable 
expense. 


The relative undesirability of cabinet 


pcsitions is only one, bowever, of the 
difficulties of a president elect in mak- 
ing suitable selections for them. He 
must, of conrse, chooso eight men who 
are not only congenial to him, but con- 
genial to eafh other. They must be ca- 
jable administrators as well as students 
of the affairs of their several depart- 
ments.

It is doubtful whether in recent his- 


tory there has been a cabinet compara- 
ble, all things considered, with that of 
President Hayes. Coming to the presi- 
dency after months of agitation over 
the result of the election and with his 
title cjouded by the questionable const i 
tutionality of the means adopted to set- 
tle it, Mr. Hayes invited to his council 
board a body of men who stamped his 
administration with strength and dig- 
nity from the start. When Garfield was 
running for president in 1880, the great- 
est contribution to his success as the Re- 
publican candidate wore the members 
of the cabinet of his predecessor and 
what they had done to quiet the tumult 
resulting from the disputed election of 
18T6. 


The peculiarity of Mr. Cleveland's 


cabinets has been the drafting in of 
men almost wholly from private life. 
In the present cabinet, as originally 
formed, Carlisle and Herbert were the 
only members who had been honored 
with any considerable elective office- 
Mr. Gresham had received judicial ap- 
pointments and had held two cabinet 
positions, but had never been elected to 
any office of prominence. The remain- 
ing five members were comparatively 
untried men in a public way, although 
all were men of very successful experi- 
ence in business or professional life. 
While Mr. Cleveland has generally been 
fortunate in his selections, it may be 
set down as a rule that legislative expe- 
rience is worth something, and that a 
president who selects a large body of 
his counselors from those who have had 
none of this experience runs risks of 
considerable magnitude, — New York 
Evening Post.
